(b) Make couprehensive studies sn surveys of the physical 
an@ social needs of the City of Newark, and, for that purpose, all 
boards, departments, agencies and bureaus of the City may, with the 
consent of the Director in charge, supply the CENTRAL PLANNING BOARD 


with such information and data as it may request. 


— (e) Make comprehensive studies end surveys of the problems which 


may arise unpon the teraination of the present world conflict, particularly 
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with respect to the return to normal peace-time pursuits of the 
mon and wonen of this City who have been in the service of their country. 
(à) Make comprehensive studies and surveys of the problems 
which may arise upon the termination of the present world conflict, 
particularly with respect to real ostate, housing, business, industry, 
a anå aotivities in the City of Newark.

5. It shall be the further funetion and duty of the CZNTRAL 
PLANNING BOARD to develop and promulgate post-war plans and post-war 
projects and to co-ordinate all plans and projects within the City and 
to correlate them to the plans and projects of federal, State and County 
agencies and with those of other municipalities, giving due consideration 
at all tines, to the probable ability of the City of Newark to carry 
out, over a period of yeara, the various projeots without the imposition 
Of unreasonable financial burdens. The Board, however, shall not have 
the power or authority to function as the Board of Adjustment of the 
Gity of Newark, or to perform the functions of any board, department, 
agonoy or body of the City of Newark. 
6. ‘THE CENTRAL PLANNING BOARD shall, from time to tims, report 
to the Board of Gonmissioners of the City of Newark the remilts of any 
study and survsy which it has made and the eom@lusions derived therefroa, 
and it shall recommen any plan or project which it has approved and 
it shall report ite disapproval of any plan or project which has been 
Submitted to it.
